Of all the devilish human thieves and 
plunderers the world ever heard of or had 
to deal with we have them right now, all 
around us, starting right in with the pro- 


ducer, who is just as bad as anybody else;* 


and perfectly willing to steal the gold fill- 
ing out of your teeth if you don’t keep 
your mouth shut. From him right on down 
the line, among the jobbers, commission 
men, wholesalers, manufacturers and _ re- 
tailers, they are all, or practically all, in 
fhe same holdup game.’ Their scheme is 
to take aivay from the ultimate consumer 
every possible dollar and cent that they 
can, on any and every pretense they can 
hatch up or lie they ean get him to swal- 
Tow, with the general result that no mat- 
ter what wages a man may be earning it 
takes all to live and support his family 
even moderately well, and he has very 
little, if any, left at the end of the month. 

One would think that the blush. of 
shame would mantle the cheeks of these 
pirates, but they have no shame and their 
checks are of solid brass, to say nothing 
of their heads being of bone and filled 
with gluttony instead of brains. 

Yesterday in a local store a dealer at- 
tempted to sell us an article for $6.50 that 
was not worth a penny over $1.50, and of 
which we bought hundreds before the war 
at about $1. That man was either a thief 
-himself or had conspired with other 
thieves in an attempt to rob the public. 
He had no business to buy anything at 
such a price that he had to commit rob- 
bery in order to make a fair profit. The 
truth of the matter is that those he 
bought it from robbed him and that he 
in turn sifled his conscience into robbing 
others because others had robbed him. 

And so jit goes all along the line. We 
are simply robbing each other and who- 
ever is the biggest skinner in the bunch 
wins the most of the pot. The wage- 
earner in self-defense then demands a 
raise of wages, and immediately the man- 
ufacturers add that wagé increase to the 
price of the goods and pass the Wuck 
down the line again. This cannot go on 
forever. It has got to stop or a terrible 
break and a regular panie will soon en- 
sue, 

The only answer we can think of is state 
interference and. state regulation of the 
necessities of life. There is: no other so- 
lution. If there is, what is it? 

And when it comes to the state doing 
anything we get up against another 
brand of thievery. In God’s name is no- 
body honest any more? As soon as any 
sort of remedial legislation shows up in 
the legislature, those whose industry of 
public plunder it is aimed at immediately 
appear on the scene by their henchmen 
with rolls of money big enough to choke 
a cow, and the proposed remedial legisla- 
tion is killed in committee. 

Our state institutons are honeycombed 
with graft until they reek to high heaven 
with it. Thousands of swivel-chair states- 
men are kept in high-salaried jobs for 
political purposes and the result is that 
the per capita tax in California is larger 
than in any other state in the union with 
one exception.
